That Property is fuch a Poffeffion of what we 
call oxr own, as-cannot be fhaken by any Humour 
or Arbitrary will of one Man, or Society of 

Men, So that an Aft of Parliament can- 

not Shake his Ejtate! He wou’d Appeal to 

his Original of Power the People! But if 
the Parliament fhould catch him by the Way, 
they ‘might give him a Draw-back, would 
ftop his Leap to the Daze, which the 
merry Fellow faid he would hit when he 
threw. himfelf off the Ladder. But he ftopt 
fort the Road being too Narrow.
